BULLETIN 

As the News Review went to 
press, the city council (Mayor Ri¬ 
chard Pilski and Councilwoman 
Elizabeth Maffay were not present) 
took the following action on the 
Greenbriar on-site sewage treat¬ 
ment plant: 

1. Requested the Washington Sub¬ 
urban Sanitary Commission to sus¬ 
pend the permit granted for the 
treatment plant until NASA grants 
an easement for an outfall line ac¬ 
ross its property. 

2. Directed the city manager to 
write NASA that Mayor Pilski’s 
letter of May 22, 1973 represented 
the personal view's of the Mayor, 
and did not express the views of 
the city council. 

3. Requested the U. S. Environ¬ 
mental Protection Agency to pre¬ 
pare an environmental impact 
statement on the application for a 
point of discharge permit for the 
treatment plant. 

4. Requested the county council 
to revise the text of the County 
Ten-Year Water and Sewage Plan 
to include nitrogen removal as a 
requrement for the Greenbriar se- 
wags plant, to delete references to 
Glen Ora Apartments, and to indi¬ 
cate the appropriate point of dis¬ 
charge on the map in the plan.

New Gity Council to Get 
PRAB Report On Parks 

After three public hearings and 
more than a year of study, the 
city's Parks and Recreation Advis¬ 
ory Board has come forth with its 
recommendations concerning a city 
staff master plan prepared for the 
Greenbelt Lake-Braden Field area. 
The report (#7-73) has now been 
referred to the new council for its 
disposition. The city’s capital im¬ 
provement budget has allocated 
$70,000 of the $950,000 bond issue 
money for the development of the 
park area. 

The city staff report, prepared 
some two years ago, has been con¬ 
troversial and stirred up much dis ¬ 
cussion at the public hearings. As a 
result the staff recommendations 
have been toned down by PRAB. 

The PRAB report divides its rec¬ 
ommendations into several areas. 

Greenbelt Lake Park 
Unlike the staff report, PRAB 
recommends neither an extension 
of the present parking lot, though 
some realignment is suggested, nor 
any group picnic pavilion along the 
north side of the lake between the 
road and lake. It recommends that 
the concession stand be moved to 
the land area at the northwest cor¬ 
ner of the lake below the knoll and 
screened. Removal of the band¬ 
stand and basketball court is also 
recommended. 

PRAB does not feel, as the staff 
report did, that the present en¬ 
trance has to be rebuilt, but it does 
feel that a system of pathways 
should be developed and that one 
permanent smooth surface path 
should encircle the lake. PRAB al¬ 
so objected to a proposed illumin¬ 
ated colored light fountain in the 
lake. * 

PRAB generally recommended 
that the remaining area of the park 
be left wooded and beautified with 
additional plantings. It recommen¬ 
ded, as did the staff report, that 
the shoreline be repaired, that the 
stream channel from Braden Field 
be improved, that a strip wildlife 
sanctuary be designated in the vi¬ 
cinity of the Pepco sub-station for 
birds and small animals, and that 
a warming pit for ice skaters and 
a play area near the Jaycee Center 
be constructed. 

Near Charlestowne Village, PR¬ 
AB urged additional tennis and bas¬ 
ketball courts. Near the dam, it re¬ 
commended that an open area be, 
left for free play and that a filled 
area behind the public works build¬ 
ing be made available for free play 
or a girls’ softball field. 

Parcel 7 

Unlike the city staff report, PR¬ 
AB did not recommend the inclu¬ 
sion of football or baseball fields 
in parcel 7. Instead, it recommend¬ 
ed that Crescent Road be rerouted 
to bisect parcel 7 and be routed to 
provide at least 100-foot buffer be¬ 
tween any dwelling and the road. 
In addition, it suggested a buffer 
to protect the privacy and property 
of the homeowners of Ivy Lane 
After the rerouting, PRAB re¬ 
commends that the portion of par¬ 
cel 7 north of Crescent be dedicat¬ 
ed as a neighborhood recreation 
area. PRAB suggests that the area 
south of Crescent, including the 
old portion of Crescent Road, be 
joined to the main portion of the 
lake park to form a continuous ar¬ 
ea. This area could form the site 
for tennis courts. PRAB also sug¬ 
gested construction of an underpass 
under Crescent to connect with the 
lake park. 

Braden Field 

Here PRAB and the staff report 
were closely aligned. Both recom¬ 
mended additional tennis courts 
and their lighting, a new parking 
facility at the Youth Center, and 
addition of handball courts. PR¬ 
AB also stressed the need for the 
city's securing of additional land 
suitable for athletic team events.

Children Must Have 
Shots For School 

At the joint request of County 
Executive William W. Gullett and 
Health Officer Dr. Perry Stearns, 
the county school system has a- 
greed not to admit first and second 
graders to class Sept. 4 unless they 
have started the vital six-shot im¬ 
munization required under state 
law. The decision from School 
Superintendent Dr. Carl Hassel 
came Aug. 17 when health officials 
estimated perhaps as many as 5,000 
Prince George’s County youngsters 
have not had all of the immuniza¬ 
tions for polio, measles, German 
measles, whooping cough, tetanus 
and diptheria. 

The Health Department will have 
four public health clinics operating 
daily from 8:30 a.m. to 4:30 p.m. and 
one clinic will have evening hours 
as well. The immunizations are 
free of charge. Parents, of course, 
may take their children to their 
own family physicians for the im¬ 
munization. Call County Health 
Office - 773-1400 for further infor¬ 
mation. 

By next Dec. 1, all other elemen¬ 
tary school children will be requir¬ 
ed to show proof of having had the 
immunization series.

Ford

old, is a native born Greenbelter. 
He graduated from High Point and 
the University of Maryland with a 
B.A. in Education. Ford teaches 
at Frederick Sasscer Junior High, 
Upper Marlboro, and has been ap¬ 
pointed head of Transportation and 
Security at the school. He has eleven 
years experience as a baseball um¬ 
pire and football referee in the 
Washington Metropolitan area, and 
is active in the Greenbelt Girls and 
Boys Club as Athletic Director and 
coach of the Boys 13 and under 
baseball team. 

Ford was counselor of the Meth¬ 
odist Youth Fellowship of Mowatt 
Memorial United Methodist Church. 
He is also a member of the Prince 
Georges Country Club and the 
Alumni Association of the Univer¬ 
sity of Maryland. 

Ford lives with his parents, Mr. 
& Mrs. Fred K. Ford, Jr., of 55-M 
Ridge Rd., and has a sister, Crystal, 
and brother, Martin. 

White 

Thomas X. White, age 38, is a life¬ 
long resident of the Washington 
metropolitan area. He resides at 8 
Woodland Way with his wife, Helen, 
and six children, ages 7 through 16. 

After graduating from Gonzaga 
High School in 1953, he entered the 
U. S. Navy and served for five 
years as a medical corpsman. Af¬ 
ter his discharge in 1959, the Whites 
settled in Greenbelt, and Tom grad ¬ 
uated from the University of Md. 
with a B. S. in Microbiology in 1962. 
He has worked in the manufacture 
and production of viral and bacter¬ 
iological diagnostic products for 
ten years. Presently he is employed 
as Technical Assistant to the Sterile 
Products Manager of BioQuest, Inc., 
a division of Becton and Dickin¬ 
son. 

A GHI member-owner since 
coming to Greenbelt, Tom was elec¬ 
ted to the GHI Audit Committee for 
1966. 1967, 1968 and 1969. In May, 
1970, he was elected to the GHI 
Board of Directors and is presently 
completing his 2nd term as a Di¬ 
rector. For the past two years he 
has held the position of GHI Trea¬ 
surer and Chairman of the GHI 
Finance Committee. 

Outside of GHI, Tom has partici¬ 
pated in several city and county 
civic organizations. In 1964-65 he 
served as Vice President of the 
Greenbelt JayCees; in 1966 he 
served as Vice Chairman of the 
Citizens for a Planned Greenbelt 
Later he was a charter member and 
Chairman of the Greenbelt Save 
Our Community Committee. He 
served for one year on the Board of 
the Model Cities Program of Prince 
Georges County. As a delegate to 
the Prince Georges Civic Federa¬ 
tion, he served this year on the En¬ 
vironmental sub-committee of the 
Interfederation Council, which rep¬ 
resents civic associations through¬ 
out the metropolitan area.

Since last week's News Review has been criticized for not re¬ 
porting in full the letter written by Mayor Richard Pilski to NA¬ 
SA endorsing the granting of a right-of-way for piping of effluent 
from the Greenbriar on-site temporary sewage treatment plant , 
here is the complete text of the letter.

Dear Doctor Fletcher: 

Mr. Alan I. Kay has told me of his application to your agency for a 
right-of-way which would permit an outfall line to cross your land for 
approximately 150 feet. The outfall line is needed for the Greenbriar 
wastewater treatment plant. It is my understanding that in deciding on 
this request you want to get some understanding as to the feeling of the 
community concerning this project. 

As Mayor of the City of Greenbelt and as a resident of Greenbelt 
for fourteen years, I want to tell you something about the feeling of our 
community concerning this project. The citizens of Greenbelt have an 
established and well-deserved reputation for being hard on developers. 
Our people don t just let things happen to them. They are on their guard. 
They look closely at anything that is proposed which would affect their 
environment. Also, they don’t just rely on informal assurances. They 
look for binding commitments from anyone with whom they deal. 

In this connection 1 must say that all of our people have been im 
pressed by the way Mr. Kay has handled himself. We have made many 
demands of him. He has not haggled with us but has, time and again 
agreed to our requests. When we asked for commitments, he gave them 
to us in a form satisfactory to our counsel. His commitments included 
enlargement of the recreation area, limitation on the number of people 
who will reside in the project (below existing County limits), improvements 
in tiio wastewater treatment facility (in addition to those required by 
the State). In fact, the need for the outfall line arises specificallv from 
an improvement request which we made of Mr. Kay and to which he 
acceded. 


In light of the changes to which Mr. Kay has agreed and on the basis 
of our study of the plans, we are satisfied that the Greenbriar develop 
ment will be a valuable addition to our community. It will provide for 
good utilization of space already zoned for residential development and 
wfil add substantially to the tax base of our City. The majority of our 
Council are anxious to see the project go forward. I have no doubt that 
this Council majority reflects the attitude of a substantial majority of 
the citizens of Greenbelt. 


I certainly hope you will grant Mr. Kay the right of 
required him to get from you.

The News Review story in refer¬ 
ence to my letter to NASA in re¬ 
gards to an easement for the pipe 
from the treatment plant has been 
made to appear as some strange 
happening.

Surely it would be a long time be¬ 
fore tlie cost of the work would be 
offset by any annual maintenance 
savings in a court where the ex¬ 
penses are minimal. 

Wouldn’t it be better to direct 
the GHI planning efforts toward 
the North End where the piles of 
dirt from excavations provide daily 
evidence of the heavy maintenance 
expenses there and of the extreme 
need for long-term realistic solu¬ 
tions ?

There, in its entirety, is the peti¬ 
tion that was signed by over 1,000 
citizens in a little over 2 weeks time 
and presented to both the Greenbelt 
City Council and P. G. County 
Council in March of 1972.

CITY NOTES 

The city was notified by the State 
Income Tax Division that its net 
taxable income for Greenbelt res¬ 
idents for 1972 was $59,339,816. This 
represents a decline from the pre¬ 
vious year, whch was $64,724,120. 
Dennis Piendak, assistant city man¬ 
ager, attributes this change to the 
fact that many residents of apart¬ 
ment complexes, such as Brae 
Brook, Goddard Space Village and 
Chelsea Woods put “Greenbelt” 
down on their income tax forms 
because they live in Greenbelt’s 
postal zone although they actually 
reside in the municipality of Glen¬ 
dale. Therefore, in previous years 
Greenbelt was receiving money to 
which it was not entitled and the 
state has finally caught up with 
the mistake, Piendak explained. 
The net result is that the city will 
receive less revenue from the state. 

The city also received notice that 
its share of money derived from the 
federal revenue sharing plan will 
be less them it has been. Previous¬ 
ly the city received $90,000 a year 
and during fiscal 1973-74 it expects 
to receive $72,000. The reason for 
this drop is the updated census 
reports and changing income lev¬ 
els. A further cause is that under 
federal revisions, counties are go¬ 
ing to receive more funds than mu¬ 
nicipalities. Therefore, the county’s 
share is expected to rise by one 
quarter million. 

The general crew of the Public 
Works Dept, has completed repairs 
to Ridge Rd. Ridge, plus Spring- 
hill Drive and the driveway of 
Ridge Rr. Center awaits topping 
by a contractor. 

The special details crew has 
been painting curbs and cross¬ 
walks. The parks crew have been 
cutting grass and maintaining the 
golf course and the ballfields. They 
are also working on Labor Day 
Festival arrangements. 

The city collected 15 % tons of 
paper last week. The city’s alum¬ 
inum collection is going very poor¬ 
ly. Citizens are urged to bring their 
alumnium cans — along with the 
glass — to the containers at the 
public works building near the lake.
